A many school children participated in lessons about the meaning of giving this holiday season, the 
si lents of Mount St. Joseph Academy were learning about it firsthand. Wednesday morning 36 cars 
filk'd with students, staff and parents fanned out through Rutland to deliver the largest collection of 
^oaated food and presents Project Help has ever seen. 

N one knows for sure the date the project was born, but the person who launched the effort is 

w il-known. Howard Shortsleeve began what would become Project Help when he was a senior at MS J 

in 1964, according to school officials. 

"1 hink our class was the first class to formally have Project Help," said Tom LaPlaca, who graduated in 

1 66, "It wasn't our class' idea but we went with it." 

V len Shortsleeve started the project, about 10 people volunteered, he said. 

"In those days we just went around door to door," said LaPlaca whose daughter, Eda, an MSJ senior, was 
she lead organizer of this year's event. "Eda said they had more food than ever this year. It's really grown. 
I , really a big deal now." 

A little after noon Wednesday, as students were clearing out of the school after a morning spent 
delivering boxes, remnants of the project could be seen in the gym and library, where a few packages 
v ere waiting to be picked up. 

"This is the most successful Project Help we've ever had because of the community," said Sarah Fortier, 
a teacher at MSJ and chairman of the Student Life Committee.
